The Loss Already $ 1,350,000—Refugees 
From the Fire Being Afforded Relief 
—Ten Bodies Have Been Recovered 
—Gov. Peck Issues An Appeal to 
the People of the State. 


P h i l l i p s , Wis., July SO.—The fires 
last night broke into a blaze all along 
the docks and in many portions of the 
city. 
The breaking out afresh of the 
fire makes the people think the fire 
will not be stopped until it burns itself 
and destroys all the docks. 
Stevens 
Point was asked to send aid. 
One en­ 
gine was asked for. 
It will be here 
to-day. 
The forest fires are still rag­ 
ing to the north and west of here and 
it is reported th at several small sta­ 
tions between here and Ashland on the 
Central have been wiped out. The tow n 
of Worcester, a few miles west of here, 
is reported to have been destroyed. 
The family of John Slycher consist­ 
ing of himself, wife and five children, 
came in and reported their house gone 
and all their crops burned up. 
They 
say the tow n was burned, but as it 
only consisted of few houses widely 
scattered, the financial loss is not 
heavy. 
The danger is th a t some of 
the families may have been hemmed 
in by the fires in the woods and have 
lost their lives. 
From all directions 
there come reports of destitution and 
suffering among the people. 
The Wisconsin Central Railroad com­ 
pany has the bridge over the Elk river 
north > of here repaired, and trains 
passed over it a t IO o’clock last n ig h t 
There is a dense smoke pouring in 
here from the northw est indicating 
th at there are heavy forest fires in 
th at direction. 
Fires are raging in 
the southw est and southeast and in 
the direction of Prentice. 
F i f i e l d , Wis., July 30.—Forest fires 
raged to the w est of this city all day 
yesterday. 
For a time the wind blew 
hard, and it was w ith difficulty th at 
the fire was kept from creeping upon 
the city. 
A force of 300 men w ent out 
to fight the fire, and at G o'clock, 
while the fire was still raging, the 
wind had gone down, and it is be­ 
lieved the town is in no immediate 
danger. 
A special train from Phillips 
brought a num ber of men to help in 
fighting the flames. 
As they are now 
confined to a dense p art of the woods 
and the town is in no danger nothing 
is being done to fight the fires. 
Re­ 
ports from the north say the whole 
country is burning. 
A dense smoke 
hangs over the earth, indicating the 
presence of fires which w ant only a 
freshening wind to sta rt them afresh 
in a path of death and destruction 
through the country. 
P r e n t ic e , Wis., July 30.—Fires can 
be seen about five miles west of here 
in the vicinity of Melrose. 
A woods­ 
man just in from there says there is 
no danger as yet. 
Prentice, which 
which was thought to be in danger, is 
all right, but reports come in from all 
directions th at fires are smoldering in 
forests which surround this town and 
there may be danger. 
The country 
has been completely destroyed, crops 
are gone, and the few farm ers who 
live in these forests are destitute. The 
reports received from all sections of 
Price county show there is a great des­ 
titution. 
There has been no rain to 
speak of for weeks. 
The crops have not only suffered 
from the 
drouth, but myriads of 
grasshoppers have also aided in the 
destruction. 
To crown it all the fires 
have sw ept away w hat little hope the 
farm ers had, and this section of the 
state will have to be practically sup­ 
ported by the outside world during 
the coming fall and winter. 
The 
gravest fears are entertained th at the 
w orst is not over yet unless rain comes 
and there is no sign of it a t present 
The smoldering fires in the forests will 
be fanned into flames again and will 
come back in the towns. 
Mayor Brown of Rhinelander ar­ 
rived here last night w ith a carload of 
provisions for the Phillips sufferers. 
The relief committee asks for contri­ 
butions of lum ber to build houses for 
the destitute. 


Fond Da Lac Quick witn Its Relief. 
. F o n d DU 
L a c , Wis., July 30.—The 
call of relief for the people of Phillips 
has been generously responded to by 
the citizens of Fond du Lac. 
Head­ 
quarters were established and a t 10:30 
p. rn. a Wisconsin Central train carried 
4,000 pounds of provisions and twelve 
large boxes of clothing to the desti­ 
tute families. 
Considerable money 
was contributed also.

C h ic a g o , July 
30.—If negotiations 
now pending are carried to a success­ 
ful term ination the striking car build­ 
ers a t Pullm an will quit the “model 
tow n” in a body and become the em­ 
ployes of a powerful new corporation 
organized for the 
m anufacture of 
palace and 
freight cars and 
day 
coaches. 
For more than a week secret com 
munications have been passing be 
tween the agent of the corporation in 
Chicago and the strikers’ central com­ 
mittee. 
All of the offers to the men 
are in writing, signed by a man of 
w ealth and prominence in the business 
circles of the city. 
The names of a 
num ber of eastern capitalists who are 
connected w ith the enterprise are also 
mentioned to give the communications 
greater w eight 
Thus far the deliberations of the 
central committee and their replies to 
the advances made by the corporation 
have been kept wholly secret, but it 
is known th at every member is hearti­ 
ly in favor of the change if reasonable 
term s can be agreed upon. 
As soon 
as the negotiations have reached a 
more definite basis the m atter will be 
laid before the body of the strikers for 
their sanction and approval.

CHINESE 'SOLDIERS 
POURED INTO COREA 


IM M ENSE FORCES SE N T TO TH E 
FRONT. 


Reports Received at European Capitals 
Show That Their Have Been No 
Battles Since Saturday But Armies 
Are Pressing to the Scene of Action 
In Corea 


Town Devastated bv Flames. 
B e l l e 
P l a i n e , 
Iowa, July 30.—A 
fire which consumed over sixty build­ 
ings and destroyed property to the 
value of $500. OOO broke out here a t 5 
o’clock Saturday afternoon. 
Aid was 
asked from Cedar Rapids and Tama. 
Before engines arrived, a t 9 o’clock, 
the entire business district of the town 
was in ashes. 
The insurance will not 
exceed $200,000. 
The Burley house 
was the only hotel left standing. 
No 
one was killed, but several people 
were badly injured. 
The fire started 
in a livery stable in the business sec­ 
tion and spread rapidly. 


Boiler Explosion at Ashland, Pa. 


A s h l a n d , 
Pa., July 
3 0 .— One of a 
nest of six boilers a t Lehigh colliery 
N a 4 exploded last night, instantly 
killing one man and severely injuring 
three others, two of whom have since 
died. 
The cause of the explosion is a 
mystery, the boilers having been in­ 
spected recently. 
At the time of the 
explosion the men were engaged in 
making the steam pipe connections 
and placing the fire under the boilers. 
The building was wrecked and two 
other boilers were displaced. 


They Feel That the House Conferree*

must accept the senate bill. 
Having 
at the Saturday meeting made plain 
to the house members why this de­ 
mand on their part had to be made, 
and why it should be accepted, the 
senators have since the adjournm ent 
Saturday 
given little attention to 
tariff affairs, 
and say, when spoken 
to, there is nothing for them to do 
until the house members make known 
their acceptance or rejection of the 
proposition.

jected, they say they see no reason 
fo ra long parley, as under the cir­ 
cumstances they can not abate their 
demands w ithout endangering 
the 
passage of the bill in the senate. The 
senate conferrees have said to those of 
the house th at to strike out the differ­ 
ential on sugar probably means the 
loss of eight votes in the senate; and 
also th a t it is equally im portant th at 
coal and iron ore should remain in 
the bill as arranged in the senate.

B e r l i n , July 30.—China is pouring 
troops into Corea. 
There has been no 
battle as far a s known. Advices received 
here from Seoul by the Shanghai show 
th at upon the refusal of Corea to ac­ 
cede to Japan’s demand th at the 
Chinese troops be sent out of the 
country, the Japanese advanced on 
Seoul. 
After a short encounter, in 
which the Coreans were defeated, the 
Japanese occupied the royal palace. 
The king of Corea thereupon asked 
the foreign representatives to in ter­ 
vene. 
S h a n g h a i, July 30.—Late last even­ 
ing further details of the naval en­ 
gagem ent reached this city. The fight­ 
ing, though of short duration, was 
very severe 
One of the Japanese 
warships got within a comparatively 
short distance of the transport Row 
Sliing and discharged a torpedo at 
her. 
The missile was well directed 
and struck the transport fairly. 
A 
terrific explosion followed and the 
Row Shing began at once to SIL Prior 
to the discharge of the torpedo the 
crew of the transport, which was 
armed, and the m ilitary force on board 
of her made a hard fight against the 
attacking force. 
Many of those on 
board 
her were shot dead on * her 
deck. 
When the vessel began to sink there 
was great excitem ent on board of her. 
In the dire confusion th at prevailed no 
attem pt was made to lower the small 
boats, but even had such an attem pt 
been made the boats could have car­ 
ried only a small percentage of those 
on board. 
Every foreigner on board 
the transport, which had been char­ 
tered by the Chinese government from 
an English company, was either killed 
in the fighting or went down with the 
vessel when she foundered. 
The loss will be very g reat 
Of 
nearly 2,000 Chinese troops on board 
of her only forty were saved. 
They 
were picked up by the French gun­ 
boat Lion, th a t was cruising in the 
vicinity. 
Only a short time elapsed 
between the explosion of the torpedo 
ank the foundering of the transport. 
The vessel w ent down suddenly near 
Shopiont island, at which place her 
commander made an attem pt to beach 
her. 
The Tsco Kian, which was cap 
tured by the Japanese, was an ole. 
man of war th a t had been impressed 
into use as a transport. 
Many men 
were killed on board of her before 
she fell into the hands of the Jap 
anese.

in on trains and wagons from the sur­ 
rounding country and wandered over 
the scorched hills on which were their 
residences and places of business. 
It 
is alm ost impossible to conceive the 
devastation 
and destitution 
which 
have been caused by the fire. 
A city 
of TOU houses wiped out w ith the ex­ 
ception of th irty -nine. Fourteen lives 
are known to have been lost, and there 
are 
all 
sorts 
of 
rumors 
about 
more 
people 
said 
to 
have 
been 
drowned 
or 
burned. 
The 
num ber 
who 
have 
lost 
their 
lives probably never will be known. 
Ten bodies have been recovered. 
The 
loss here will aggregate about $1,350,- 
000. - As the insurance adjusters are 
not in the city it is impossible to learn 
w hat the am ount of indem nity is. 
The features of the day w ere the re­ 
covery of some of the dead, the retu rn 
of the living, and the building of rude 
habitations for them, and the work of 
the relief committee. 
Gov. Peck has 
issued an appeal to the people of th e 
state for aid. 
Twenty-seven buildings out of 700 
stand amid smoke and ashes on the

D a n v i l l e , 111., July 3 0.—Bud Burns, 
one of the new engineers on the Chi­ 
cago Sc Eastern Illinois, was shot in 
the yards a t the junction about IO 
o’clock yesterday and died a t the hos­ 
pital in the afternoon.

was taking his engine to the round­ 
house. 
Seven shots were fired, only 
one of which took effect, entering his 
fide near the back. 
Ju st after the 
shooting two men were seen running 
from the place, but further than this 
the police have no clew as to the 
guilty parties.
